A) The method of claim 43 or 44. The species are independent or distinct because one 
method measures a decrease in activity mediated by OPGbp whilst the other method 
measures an increase in OPGbp activity. 

B) The claimed method wherein the test compound binds OPGbp or ODAR. The species 
are independent or distinct because OPGbp and ODAR are distinct molecules with 
distinct amino acid sequences and properties.
